It may bo shortened, by omitting the first Hymm, 
or the Confession, or the Sentences following the 
Loed's Prayer. 

Instead of the Psalms, or in addition to them, the 
Te Deum, the Selections faom the Prophets, or 
one of the Litanies, may be used. 

An Extempore Prayer may be introduced before 
the Sekbion, whenever the Minister desires it. 

Finally, as it is not the object of this Service-Book 
to establish an inflexible form, but rather to afford 
the means of variety in public worship, the Churches 
and Ministers can make any other alterations from 
this order which they may deem expedient.

And we humbly beseech thee, through 
tliy mercy declared unto us by thy Son Jesus Christ, 
to look graciously upon us, and forgive us, and assist 
us to lay aside every weight, and the sins which so 
easily beset us 5 to mortify our evil and corrupt af- 
fections, and to subdue every thought and desire to 
the obedience of the Gospel. May we he convinced, 
O God, that till we know ihee, we know nothing 
ariglit ; that without ihee, we have nothing of any 
worth ; and in wandering from thee, we leave all 
that is truly good. Let us cast ourselves into the
